Some Aecount of the Exploded Steamer 
*“Washoe’’---Character of her Boilers. . 


Our telegraphic dispatches from Sacramento 
give full particulars of the terrible explosion 
of the Washoe last night on the Sacramento 
river, near the Hog’s Baek. This, vessel. was 
built at San Francisco for G. W. Kidd. and 


ed from. ber ways in the latter part of . April 
last, and on the 7th of May made her frial or 
excursion trip teSacramente. The machin 

was built by contract awarded to Goss 

Lambard of Sacramento, who snb-let the 
making of the boilers to Floyd & Moore of 
that city. Upon the first trial of the boat the 
flues were found to leak, and the cylinder 
heads did not fit securely, when she was 
hauled up for repairs and new fines and boiler 
and ag heads were put in by Moynahan 
& Aitken, of this city. On the 6th of May last 
she was inspected officially by the Boiler In- 
spector at 170 pounds of steam, and allowed 
113 potnds to the sqnare inch; and on the 
27th of June following was rein , and 
her boilers re-tested at a pressure of 210 lbs., 
when she was allowed 140 pounds to the 
square inch. The steamer was provided with 
four high-pressure boilers, 31 1-2 feet bong and 
40 inches in diameter, constructed of Ameri- 


} can C. H. (charcoal hammered) No. 1 boiler 


iron 5-16 of aninch in thickness. Fora boiler 
of that size, constructed of 1-4 inch iron, the 
law allows the carrying of 140 podnds of 
steam to the square inch; aad the Washoe's 
boilers being of 5-16 iron, could by law carry 
144epounds to the square inch. 

How the Accident could have happened 
after the-boilers had been tested at 210 lbs to 
the square inch is inconceivable. It is com- 
monly supposed that high-pressure engines 
are not so safe as low-pressure ones, but there 
appears to be a diversity of opinion among 
experts on the subject. High pressure engines 
are nsed in shoal water navigation an account 
of their being light. and not loading the boat 
so deep in the water. 


| Some experts say that a high-pressure en- 


gine is as safe as a low-pressure one, when the 
same amount of care is nsed; while others 
contend that the greatest ameunt of care is 
necessary, and even then you are liable to a 
blow-up. 

Capt. Kidd has been very unfortangte in bis 
endeavors to establish an opposition line on 
the Sacramento river. The Nevada—almost a 
fac simile of the Washoe—was lost by “snag- 
ging,” about a year since. On the Ist day of 
July last, the Yosemite ran down the Washoe 
at Benicia, nearly sinking her; and again last 
week, near Rio Vista, and near the scene of 
this the present fatal disaster, staving in her 
guard house and endangering the lives of her 


passengers.—S. F. Bulletin, Sept. 9th. 


Money Returnep.—On Wednesday last, 
when officers Rice and Brown, along with oth- 
ers, visited the wreck of the Washoe, they re- 
“ae among other property, a bag contain- 
ing “hearl 


$500. Several applications have 
been made at the station house by. parties 
claiming the money, but they generally failed 
to describe the exact amonnt, the character of 
the bag containing it, etc. Yesterday morn- 
ing 8. E. Herrick, of the firm of Reed & Her- 
rick, received from F. E. Hartman, ef San 
Francisco, a letter describing minutely the 
money and all the attendant circumstances. 
The sum of $496 had been given to Dr. Ross, 
of Greenwood Valley, El Dorado county (who 
was killed by the explosion), for Mrs. Ibert- 
son. The sum was the money paid on a one 
hundred pound draft from Australia. The 
number of five, ten and twenty dallar pieces, 
and also, a one dollar piece, were described, 
together with buckskin purse anda shotbag 
containing the coin. A sample of the twine 
with which the bag was tied wax also in- 
closed in the letter. Before Herrick had read 
the letter half throngh to Chief Burke, that 
officer became satisfied as to its identity. It 
was of course, handed over to Herrick, who 
forwarded it 4 Mrs. Ibertson.

Some time 
since; Judge Snow of the Probate Conrt of 
Provo, had occasion—or took it—to re a 
certain H. J. Powers and son, the snm of $40 
and costs, for some alleged offence, or misde- 
meanor. On applying to the Court to ascer- 
tain the amount of the costs. Mr. P. was infor- 
med that the whole fine and costs would 
amount to about ninely dollars. Part of this 
sum was paid dewn and the balance allowed 
to stand for a while—as an especial favor. 
Recently, on going to the Judge to pay up. 
Nr. Powers stood aghast, to find that, although 
he bad already paid the larger part of the 
emount assessed against him and his, by this 
“most righteous Judge,” he was charged with 
$158. On inquiring what all that meant, be 
was cooly informed that what he had paid was 
in “Greenbacks” worth only 60 cents on the 
dollar, and that since then Greenbacks had 
still further depreciated and he must make up 
the difference.
